WASHINGTON 
LETTER. 


[From Our Regular Correspondent.] 


Washington, Deo. 31st, 1896. 


Talking war and voting for what 


would bring actual war are two very 


ifferent things. The leading Repnbli- 
ans furnished their share of the war 
alk which preceded the election in the 
alls of congress, but now that the 
lection is over and a Republican Pros- 
dent is on the eve of being inauRur- 
ted, some of these Republicans have 
hanged their tune. This has been es- 
jeoially noticeable since the senate 
ommittee on foreign relations took the 
mil by the horns and reported a short 
esolution, declaring the independence 
f Cuba, and that the United States 
would use its good offices to bring 


bout peace, between the Spaniards 
and Cuba, notwithstanding a protest 
rom Secretary Olney, who appeared 
aefore the committee and argued for a 
ontlnuance of the policy of non-action. 
?he Republicans have not made any 
party announcement on tbis resolution, 
and probably will not until the public 
lisonssions during the congressional 
mliday recess shall have shown unmis- 
akably whether it would be wise for 
hem to make the defeat of the resolu- 
ion a party 
question. 
McKinley 


loesu't want the resolution adopted, 
and his closest friends in congress are 
cheming to get up a plan nnder which 
t may be hung up without a vote. 
Speaker Reed declines to publicly com- 
mit himself, but he is believed to be 
against it. 
That the resolution, if put 


nto force, would result in war with 
Spain, is believed by all, but it is a 
ong ways from being in force, and 
your correspondent would not like to 
>ut up a cent on its ever being in force. 
[n the first place, it would have to get 


two-thirds vote in both branches of 


congress in order to be adopted over 
President Cleveland's veto, which it 
would certainly meet upon its first 
adoption. McKinley'a wishes may not 
effect the senate, but they will have 
much weight in the house. 
The fate 


of the resolution depends largely upon 
the state of public opinion when uon- 
gress reassembles, and that may be 
affected one way or the other by news 
frora Cuba during the next two weeks. 


The remarkable position assumed 


toward the Cuban resolution by Secre- 
tary Olney is causing much talk among 
the constitutional lawyers in and ont 
of congress. He says that the Presi- 
dent alone is vested by the constitution 
with authority to recognize a new state 
and that Mr. Cleveland will not obey 
the resolution, even if it should re- 
ceive the unanimous vote of 
both 


branches of congress, but will regard it 
simply as an expression of congres- 
sional opinion. 
Most of those who 


will talk, express the opinion that Mr. 
Olney is wrong. 


The Tennessee delegation in the 


house are under obligations to Speaker 
Reed for counting a quorum to pass the 
bill appropriating $130,000 for a gov

A goodly number of senators and 


representatives didn't wait for the ad- 
journment 011 the 22nd for the Christ- 
mas recess. Congress will reassemble 
January 5th. 


In addition to Senator Allen's reso- 


lution for a general investigation by a 
senate committee of the expenditure of 
money in the Presidential campaign, 
Representative Meredith, of Virginia, 
has offered a resolution providing for 
an investigation of the report alleging 
that National banks contributed large 
sums to the Republican 
campaign 


fund. 
A preamble says that National 


banks, being under government con- 
trol, it is clearly within the province 
of congress to protect their stockhold- 
ers from misuse of their funds. 
The 


resolution provides for a committee of 
eleven, including representatives of the 
Republican, Democratic, Silver Repub- 
lican, Populist and National Demo- 
cratic parties, which shall have power 
to send for persons and papers in its 
investigation, and which is directed to 
report if it be found that such contri- 
butions were made, whether the same 
were lawful, and if not, what penal- 
ties are provided by law. 
The resolu- 


tion further directs that ail government 
bank examiners shall assist the com- 
mittee by investigating under its in- 
structions the banks in their districts. 


Senator Vest declares the 
report 


ridiculous that he had the nomination 
of Secetarry . Francis held up to help 
him get re-elected to the senate, and 
calls attention to the fact that thero is 
neither a Palmer nor a McKinley 
Democrat in the Missouri legislature. 
As to why this and other gold Demo 
cratic nominations have been held up 
Mr. Vest said: "The nomination of 
Francis was postponed for considera 
tion until after the recess, as were the 
nominations of all the Palmer or Mc- 
Kinley Democrats." There was a look 
in the eyes of the senator when he 
spoke, which bodes no good for these 
held-up nominations.
